Tho dress of the High Priest, wlio was 


the head of the Jewish priesthood, was 
much more costlj and magniiiceut than 
timt of the interior order of priests The 
breastplate was most conspicuous, or, as 
it la called else-vhtro, the breastplate of 
judgment, and the mofet remarkable and 
important parts o{ the breastplate were 
the twelve prcci ms stones, stt in four 
rows, thiee in a row, thus corresponding 
to the twelve tnbog, and divided m the 
same manner as their camps were, each 
atone hiving the name of one of the 
children of Israel engraved upon it 
Whethi r the ordti followed the ages of

In 1877 there was diffi- 
culty with the Nez Forces, coating $975,- 
082, and the next year $567,571 were 
spent in the Bannock war 
The conflict 


with the Northern Cheyennes, in 1878-9, 
coat 834,209, wlule the'attempt in 1879 
to subdne the Utes involved an expendi- 
ture of $1,192,682. Jn the same year 
$9,411 were spent in controlling the 
Hheep Eaters, and in 1881, with the 
Apache difficulties not overcome, the ex- 
pense reached $438,000 
The total coats 


of these active attempts to control the 
aborigines was $5,058,821, but this is a 
mere fraction of the cost to the Govern- 
ment of watcliing the Indian tribes that 
were not traveling abroad in war-paint, 
but which had to be watched to keep 
them quiet 


The aggregate cost of all kinds of 


service by the United States Army west 
of the Mississippi, in which part of the 
country there was no proper occupation 
for the soldiers but fighting or pohee 
duty on Indian account, was, for the last 
ten years, 8205,474,759 
This has been 


the cost of troops, and does not take 
into account the peace offerings, annui- 
ties and other inducements to prevent 
the use of the tomahawk and scalping- 
knife, which have been provided at very 
large expense by the Government 
Dur 


ing the last ten years the troops have 
been distributed as fol!o\vs» The num 
ber employed each j ear m obsei vation or 
control of Indians, has ranged from 17, 
000 to 21,000, and the number otherwise 
employed fiom 0,000 to 9,000 The total 
force has fallen from 28,181 in 1872 to 
to2r),18^in!881 
Theaveiage number 


used in the Indian countrj has been a 
little more than scveutv-thiee per cent 
of the TV hole force. While the cost ot 
these troops is given at $20r),474,759, 
Adjutant General Dram decides that this 
is not all the expense which can be 
charged to them, and furnishes tables, 
with items additional, to be charged on 
appropriations for supplies, meidental 
expenses, trauspoitation, purchase of 
horses, and other trifles, which make the 
grand total of $223,891,264

ing under great excitement. Gen. 
Crocker declined to admit her unless 
the prisoner specially requested it. 
Mr. John W. Guiteau, who was sit- 
ting in the rotunda at the time, was 
informed that his sister was on the 
outside, and at first started to go to 
her, but, after a moment's hesitation, 
decided not to interfere, saying: "I 
wiM leave the whole matter with 
Gen. Crocker." 
Gniteau has not 


been informed of Mrs. Scoville's 
presence, and ev^n if he was aware 


long lino of spectators facing them 
on "the other. 
It was understood 


Guiteau was very much depressed. 
It was expected his passage to the 
gallows would present a very dis- 
tressing sight. 
The movement of 


officers" about the 
jail door was 


watched with eager attention. 
After 


the death warrant was read by the 
warden,-the prisoner became more 
composed, and, turning aw»>, began 
to brush his hair. 


At 12:25 n loud steam shistle was 


blown at the work house, which is 
near the jail. This whistle blows at 
12 o'clock, and by it Guiteau was in 
the habit of gauging his time. 
The 


delay to-day was by special arrange- 
ment, so that its startling sumrc.ns 
might riot come before tho officers 
were ready. 
Two minutes later the 


iron gates* at the end of the corridor 
clicked; then Warden Crocker made 
his appearance, and a moment later 
the familiar figure of Guiteau was 
seen. 
His face was pallid, and the 


muscles about his mouth moved ner- 
vously, other than this there wero no 
sigiw'of faltering. 
The procession 


moved quickly to the EcafVold, and 
Guiteau ascended the somewhat steep 
steps- with as- much steadiness as 
could be expected from a man whose 
arms were tightly pinioned. At the 
last step he filtered for a moment, 
but was assisted by the officers who 
v, .tlked upon either side. 


I'pon reaching the platform, Gui- 


toau was [.laced immediately behind 
the drop facing to the front of the 
scatlold. 
Captain Coleman stood 


upon his right, Robert, Strong upon 
his left, and Woodward directly be- 
hind him. Jones took a position on 
the north side, near the upright of 
the beam. Warden Crocker took his 
position at the southeast corner of 
the stiuctum 
There was a slight 


delay while the spectators were push- 
ing and jostling through the door 
leading from the rotunda to the cor- 
ridor at the lower end of which the 
gallows was placed, 
Gniteau mean- 


while gazed upon the crowd, looked 
up at the beam over his head, and 
quickly made a survey of all the 
dread paraphernalia. 
As soon as the 


crowd had gained access, General 
Crocker waved to them to uncover, 
and all heads were bared. 
Dr. Hicks 


then prayed in those words: 


Father, out uf tlur- depths, wp cry to 


Thee. Hour Tliou our supplication for 
the sake of JeKii*> I'hiHt the Savior, Who 
has made full propitiation for us. Be- 
hold tliix, Thy servant. We humbly pray 
Thon wilt deliver him at this supreme 
moment of his life. Let Thy light de- 
sceud upon him, liberate his soul from 
prison; may he appear before You nb- 
solved, by Thy sreut mercy, from blood 
guiltiness; deliver him and us. God have 
mercj on us. Lnmb of God, that taketh 
away tlie sins of the world, have mercy 
on ns. Amen, and amen. 


During the prayer Guiteau stood 


with bowed head. At its conclusion 
Dr. Hicks opened the Bible, and 
Gniteau, in firm tones, said: ''I will 
read a selection from the tenth chap- 
ter of Matthew, from twenty-eighth 
to forty-first verse inclusive,'' He 
then read in a clear, strong voice, 
and with good intonation, showing 
little if any nervousness. 


Dr. Hicks then produced the man- 


uscript which was prepared by the 
prisoner this morning, and held it 
before him while Guiteau read. 
While Dr. Hicks was arranging the 
manuscript, Gniteau exhibited a 
alight nervousness, and moved sever- 
al tknes from one foot to the other. 
He^soon recovered his composure, 


preme.Judge" Woe nnto men that vio 
late Thy laws! Only weeping aud Clash- 
ing of teeth await them. The American 
press has a large bill to settle with Thee, 
Righteous Father, for their vindjetivent-as 
iu this matter. Nothing but blood will 
satisfy them, and now my blood In on 
them and this nation and its oflicinls. Ar- 
thur, the President, is a coward aud an 
ingrate. His ingratitude to the mini that 
made him ami saved his party from over- 
throw, has no parallel in histo'-y, but 
Thon, Kightous Father, will judKe him. 
Father, Thou knowest me, but the world 
hath not known me, and now I K'> to Thee 
and the Hiivior without the sh-jlite-it ill- 
will toward a human being. Farewell, ye 
men of earth. 


At several points he paused and 


endeavored to impart increased em- 
phasis to his words by tho peculiar 
facial expression, so often observed 
during the trial, when ho was anger 
ed at something that was said or 
done.

ble wlion ho alluded to President 
Arthur, aud when he declared that 
this nation 
would "go down in 


blood." 
"When he had finished road- 


ing his paper he again surveyed the 
crowd and said, with a firm voice: UI 
am now going to read some versos 
which are intended to indicate m.- 
feelings at the moment of loiuing 
this world.

body was taken to the chapel, ar- 
rangements wero made to let Mrs. 
Scoville view it. 


John W. Guitean said to the re- 


porter just after the execution, that 
ho was glad it was over. 


"What will be done with tho re- 


mains"'' asked the reporter. 


"We will bury him hero in jail, 


where he will be safe," said Mr. 
Gniteau. 
"Ho will not bo taken ont 


of the jail." 


The spot indicated by the Warden 


as Guilt-ail's burial place is in tho 
same court as the gallows, and four 
yards from it. 


Guiteau, when he came out into 


the rotunda, looked calm and col- 
lected but very pale. His arms were 
pinioned behind him, and he held 
his head erect. He gazed upon the 
crowd without flinching. He wore a 
black suit of clothes, and instead of 
a collar had a handkerchief thrown 
loosely about his neck. 
Those who 


expected "sickening" or distressing 
scenes wero disappointed. 
Guiteau 


walked firmly through tho rotunda 
and the court. 
He stumbled on one 


of tho steps leading up to tho scaff- 
old, but recovered himself immedi 
ately. 
When he began to read, hi: 


voice was loud and firm. Ho gave 
the words now and then in a sort oi 
sinking inflection. 


Mrs. Scoville, after waiting upon 


the outside of the jail until after th 
execution, decided not to view the 
remains this afternoon, and about '2 
o'clock returned to the city. 


MKS. GRANT, the wife of General 


iraut, and Mrs. Logan, the wife of 
enator Logan, entered a railway 
ar to find all tho seats on tho shady 
ide occupied. The former, loth to 
it upon the sunny side, remarked: 
I wish some one would offer me a 
eat on this sido." ''Oh, they would, 
Urs. Grant, if they knew who you 
were," remarked the amiable Mrs. 
jogan. These remarks caused no 
ittle merriment among the few with- 
n ear-shot, but nobody .seemed to 
:now Mrs. Grant 
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Hove again his feelings overcame 


him, and ho loaned his shoulder on 
the head of Dr. Hicks, nnd sobbed 
pitifully. 
Still he wont on:

This closed the chant, aud then 


Kev. 
Mr. Hicks gave Guitoau his

The Black cap was drawn over 


the prisoner's head, the uooso ad- 
justed, and, at a signal from the 
Warden, tho drop foil at 12--JO p. in. 
Guiteau'fi nock was broken by tho 
fall, and not a movement of the 
limbs or body was delected. 
Death 


ensued instantly. 


When the drop^ fell, a yell was 


sent up by some persons inside the 
jail. 
This was re-echoed outside by 


a thousand or more of people who 
hurrahed lustily. 
There was a gen 


oral onslaught by the populace upon 
tho jail door. 
Oflicers wore unable 


to withstand it, 
r id hundreds of 


people crowded into the ofliee. 


For at least forty seconds after the 


drop fell, the body hung motionlo: s; 
then there was a slight motion of the 
shoulders and legs, due to muscular 
contraction. 
Three minutes after 


the drop fell the body was lowered 
to be examined by the physicians. 
There was a decided action of the 
heart for fully fourteen minutes, and 
the pulse fluttered two minutes 
longer. 
AVhen tho body had hung 


with the feet just 
touching the 


ground over Iwilf an hour, it was 
lowered into a cofiju, which was wait- 
ing for it under the scaffold. 
The 


physicians decided that the neck had 
been broken. 
When the body was 


lowered, the black cap was removed 
and the face exposed. 
The features 


were pallid, and compobed about the 
mouth. 
There was considerable 


moisture. 


After the body had been arranged 


in the coffin 
Warden Crocker as- 


cended the steps of the scaffold, and 
addressing the crowd, said those who 
desired could view the body. 
Then 


the crowd of spectators was formed 
into a line, and, passing between the 
scaffold and the wall of the jail 
viewed the remains. 
Some of the 


jail officers, two or three physicians, 
and Dr. Hicks stood about the coffin. 
John W. Guiteau joined this com- 
pany and fanned his dead brother's 
face to keep away the flies. John 
W. Guiteau did not go on the scafl'- 
old, but stood during the scene just 
within the line of officers at the Iwt- 
tom of the steps. When liberty was 
given to the crowd to view the body, 
the scaffold was at once filled with 
people who curiously examined every 
joint and bolt 
At 1:40 p. m. the lid 


of the coffin was put in place, and the 
body borne to the jail chapel, where 
the physicians who were to make the 
autopsy were assembled. After the

<lTho features wore a very natura 


expression. Upon near examination 
when the black cap was removed, hi 
eyes were open, but wore readil 
closed, and remained so when the 
wero pressed dowu. 
The mouth wa 


but slightly parted, and there wa 
very little lividity of the face 
hands; indeed the colov was ver 
sluw in coming. 
\Vo pronounce 


him dead in seventeen minutes, an 
the pulse could be discerned but two 
or three minutes. 
After fifteen min- 


utes the boating of tho heart became 
scarcely perceptible; and fov the last 
•minute it was diflicnlt to toll whether 
there was any motion. Tho indica- 
tion is that Iho nock wan dislocated, 
but that will have to bti detewuiueil 
definitely by the examination. The ex- 
ecution was, I should say, perfectly 
painless, and, as far as physical sen- 
sation was concerned, was momen 
tary. 
There was no gasping or 


drawing of the breath after tho drop, 
and everything \va« dono with per- 
fect order and scientifically." 


'•Dr. McWilliams, did you hear 


tho cheer of tho prisoners when the 
trap was sprung t 
It was answorod 


at the samo time by a «heer from the 
crowd on tho Ciiitsido.'' 


"I havo thought that cheer repre- 


sents thn Hentime-nt of tho civili/ed 
world. 
I havo suon this man every 


day of his lifo since he has been in 
the jail, and seen him in all phases 
of his character and under all cir- 
cumstances. I am the only man at 
the jail with whom ho has not fallen 
put and denounced aud cursed ill 
Iho most unlimited manner. I think 
1 never know a man so utterly des- 
picable for character as ho was. 
He 


was utterly despiteful, revengeful,, 
and mad at God and all mankind. I 
have heard him curse and blackguard 
the warden of the jail timo and time 
;, ;ain, and nail him an in,gi'a.to, an 
idiot or fool, and swoar he would go 
to helj. 
Any man who could do as 


ho did toward Gon. Crocker, after 
all the kindness ho had shown him, 
would curse his own mother. 


I think I never saw a man before 


that I could not lind some good trait 
in him, but about this fellow there is 
not a redeeming feature that I over 
succeeded iu discovering. He seemed 
bad and despicable ;n every Condi 
tiou in which 1 wot him. He would 
cufso tho country and tho president 
and tho warden from one day to the 
other, until he was tired. 
This 


boomed so striking, because tho war- 
don was every day showing tho most 
kind attention that could bo dis 
played from one man to another. If 
there is any fault in the world that 
(Jen. docker has, it is kindness and 
hunmni.ty; that is whore ho errs, and 
thin wretch, day after day, would call 
down all the anathemas upon his 
head that he could think of. He wa 
a perfect, viper, and it is-a good thing 
that he is dead. 
There was not a 


prisoner in the jail who know him 
but disliked and despised him, ami 
they are glad, to a man. that, he i 
gone."
